DEATH OF JUDGE WELTY. 
With a heart of grief we are again 
called on to register the death of another 
of our old and much respected citizens. 
Mr. Dav id W elty quietly passed from this 
life last ev ening at ha lf past ten o’clock 
after a lingering illness of many years. 
Mr. W elty wa s born in W illiamsv ille, 
Erie county, New York, September 30, 
1811. 
When he was twelv e years of age 
he mov ed to Buffalo, N. Y.. where he a c­ 
quired the greater part of his education. 
On arriv ing at the age of maturity he en­ 
gaged in the dry goods business which he 
followed for a number of years. 
During 
the patriot war in Canada Mr. W elty 
serv ed as aid on the staff of Gen. Burt.

W a shington C ity , Jan. 14.—The depart­ 
ment of agriculture estim ates of area, prod­ 
uct and value of corn, w heat and oats for 
perm anent record are completed. The official 
work of t he year has been thoroughly re­ 
viewed, with tho aid of state co-operation, 
and all available data of crop production, 
and the aggregates are substantially those 
recently rejx» rtod. 
Tho corn crop in round 
numbers aggregates 1,067,000,OOu bushels, 
grown on 75,000,000 acres and has a farm 
value of $010,000,000. 
The yield is twenty- 
two bushels {>er acre, four and a half bushels 
less than last year. 
There is an increase of 
area of over 3 per cent*, and a decrease in 
product of 14 per cent, while the average 
price has increased 12 per cent, or from 32.6 
to 3ft. ft per bushel. 
The aggregate product of wheat is 457,000,- 
000 bushels from an area of nearly 37,000,000 
acres, have a farm value of $314,000,000. 
The average value in 63.7 cents per bushel, 
against 77.1 for the previous crop aud 64.5 
cent» for the great crop of 1834. 
This is 35 
per cent, reduction from the average value 
between 1370 and 1380. 
The yield of the 
spriug wheat centers is better and on the 
Pacific coast much worse. 
The general av­ 
erage for winter and spring w heat is nearly 
12.4 bushels per acre. 
H ie product of oats is 021.000,000 bushels, 
5,000,000 less than last year /fro m an area of 
over 23,000,000 acres, producing a value of 
$186,000,000. 
The average yield is 26.4 bush­ 
els against 27.6 last year. The average value 
is 29.8 cent; last year 23.5 cents per bushel.

Peek, of the b ureau c*f lab or stat istics, in hi» 
annual report, b os the following to say on 
the que s tion of foreign skilled lab or in this 
coun try : 
As a very prom inent feature of th> lal>or 
question it has ix*eu found expedient and 
necessary to look into our apprenticeship sy s­ 
tem. 
The b road result is that we are largely 
dependent upon foreign skilled lab or. 
Our 
supply of mechanics is daily augm ented b y 
the skilled lab or of Europe’ and while this 
foreign element is not equal to the skilled la­ 
b or which is retained in Europe it is, in the 
main, vastly superior to that produced in our 
own country , 
W hether unrestricted immi­ 
gration b e or lie not a national b lessing may 
b e disputed, b ut a visit to the w orkshop of 
the state will dem onstrate the truthfulness 
of the statem ent that the large m ajority of 
our tradesmen and mechanics are foreigners. 
Indeed, in m any trade and industrial estab ­ 
lishments there is not a single Am erican 
at 
work. 
Nearly all positions of trust 
and responsib ility in tho mechanical depart­ 
ments are in the hands of foreign-b orn w ork­ 
ers, and most of the boy s and y oung men 
learning trados are either foreign-b orn or the 
sons of foreign-b orn workers. 
And tho opin­ 
ion is now very g enerally expressed and ac­ 
cepted that most of the lab or troub les of the 
last few y ears have b een precipitated, not b y 
whole trados, b ut b y sections of them, and 
that these sections were largely controlled b y 
foreigners or natives who had from associa­ 
tion imb ib ed foreign ideas on the lab or ques­ 
tion. 
The commissioner then discuss« » the Amer­ 
ican ob jo tions to apprenticing b oy s, and 
the consequent failure of Am erican lab or to 
prevent such a state of affairs as is m en­ 
tioned ab ove. 
H e argues in favor of man­ 
ual training a* a means of keeping up the 
supply of trained lab or, and preventing the 
coming man from b ecoming the slave of the 
machine. 
He gives b rief histories of the leading 
strikes in the state during tho y ear. 
The 
losses b y these different strikes, b oy cotts, 
etc., he is unab le to give in total, b ut fifty - 
eight firms alone report an aggregate of 
$ 3,000,000. 
On tho other hand, the losses of 
wages to striking employ es are represented 
b y the sum of $ 2,858,191. 


G o ve r n o r K u s k o n ¿» trikes. 
M adi s on 
, W is., Jan. 1 4.—Governor Rusk 
devoted considerab le of his trienuial message 
Thursday to the question of lab or strikes. 
He refers to tho lab or riots in this state dur­ 
ing 1880, and declares that the state’s duty in 
such cases is to m aintain individual rights 
and enforce the fulfillment of contracts. Re­ 
garding the interference of memb ers of lab or 
unions with those not memb ers thereof when 
they attem pt to take places voluntarily va­ 
cated b y strikes, the governor say s: 4 'E very ­ 
one’s right to work for himsalf, or for any 
one else, on such term s as he m ay choose to 
make, m ust b e m aintained a t all hazards. 
He who interferes w ith this principal, tram ­ 
ples up >n the most sacred of hum an rights 
and upon a consecrated principle of Am eri­ 
can lib erty .’’ 
He odds, however: 
“ It is a 
special duty to protect tho poor and weak 
against any possib le aggressions of the rich 
and strong. 
To this end all the rights and 
iuterasts of workingmen of the w ag3 class 
should b e jealously guarded against injustice 
ur oppression a t the hands of their employ ers.”

Like all other scientific methods, 
however, it is hard to attain and not easy to 
keep up. 
Horses when they start in at tho 
beg inning of the season belong , according to 
their on merits, to different classes. 
There 
are the 2:20 horses, and the 2:30 and tho 
2:40 and the 3 minute horses among the 
trotters, and among tho runners there is the 
same sort of differenoe. 
Bookmakers must 
have their heads filled with horses, with 
weig hts, and besides with a g reat lot of data 
reg arding their performances and their con­ 
dition. Tht outsider, because a horse is tho 
winner of one race, usually makes a favorite 
of him for the nex t. The bookmaker doesn't 
alway s do that. 
And especially is it true 
that a horse which wins several races band 
running will become a prime favorite with 
the outsiders, while bookmakers and profes­ 
sionals for this very same reason beg in to 
put their money up ag ainst him. As a rule, 
the winning of one race by a runner makes 
tho winning of a second difficult; and, as 
races are run, tho chances of success nex t 
tim e decrease in a certain proportion. 
This 
is b ecause of tho addition of weight. 
Tho 
racer finally overweighs himself b y his m any 
successes and ho then loses. 
On the other hand, owners of slower 
horses trail along from circuit to circuit 
losing races; their runners having weight 
taken off each time, until a t some course or 
other tho horse runs light, is in first class 
form, his owner b acks him to win and win 
he does. 
The pub lic does not keep 
1111*80 
things in mind. 
Tho pool seller and b ook­ 
m aker never forgets them 
They nro his 
stock in trade. 
There are of course a great 
many other influences beside that of weig ht. 
Hard running and the winning by close 
scratches pulls the best racer down. 
The condition of the horse must be borno 
as carefully In mind as the weig ht. 
"If a horseman will familiarize himself 
with all these thing s," say s Dave Pulsifer, 
"he can bet on the horse races and win 
money , but it will take his time. 
He can’t 
bet on horse races and win money and do 
much else besides. ’’—Chicag o Mail.

sprung into one of considerab le magnitude 
during the past few years. 
Prominent 
among this class of tradesmen is the house 
furnisher. On the front door of a three story 
b rick house on a cross street, near Fifth 
avenue, is a large silver plate b earing a 
name which for divers reasons will b e called 
“ William Brown, caterer.” 
A rejiorter 
recently called and asked for Air. Brown. 
“ Air. Brown has just gone to Dr. Blank's 
and wiil return shortly. 
W on’t you stop 
in and wait?” responded a portly woman in 
a white wrapper. 
The reporter wits shown into 
n waiting 
room or olllco in the rear of the hall. 
The 
walls were ab laze with oil paintings, hung 
one ab ove the other and side b y side, as in 
an auction store. 
In u b lack walnut cab i­ 
net, which occupi« *d the entire side of the 
room, was a large variety of silver and 
plated service, water urns, cake b askets and 
receivers and flower vases. 
“ Is your husb and very b usy at this sea­ 
son!"'’ asked the scrib e. 
“ Very b usy indeed. 
Ho has to arrange 
for several parties to-day and to-morrow, 
and he has order» on his b ooks for several 
weeks to come. ” 
This answer was hardly given when the 
proprietor entered—n tall, slender man, 
ab out 40 years of age— with hurried steps. 
In a few words the ob ject of the interview 
was stated, and Air. Brown, seating himself 
on on easy lounge said: 
FURNISHING MORE THAN FOOD. 
“ I have b een a caterer for a good many 
years, b ut it was not until a few years ago 
that I was compelled to furnish so many 
things that are foreign to my b usiness, 
It 
would surprise the pub lic to know to what 
an extent this is carried on, not only b y the* 
seemingly wealthy people, b ut b y families 
who at one time rated among the highest in 
tine city, who, like everyb ody else, have felt 
the depression of b usiness and are no longer 
ab lo to entertain as formerly. 
As b usiness 
increases great demands are mAde upon us 
to furnish interior decorations, until I really 
I relieve I shall b e asked next to furnish a 
house and lot. 
The once rich families who 
entertained enormously are too proud to 
acquaint the outside world with the actual 
state of thoir affairs, and through the arti­ 
fice of our assistance seemingly retain their 
former standing. 
On the other hand, we 
have the relies of ancestral prosj>erity, who 
themselves have never had wealth, b ut en­ 
deavor to mislead their rich neighb ors with 
the idea of apparent affluence.” 
Taking a memorandum b ook from his 
pocket, Air. Brown said: “ You see here, 
I have three parties for to-night. 
This last 
one is on Forty-second stract, where I will 
furnish carpets for three rooms on the sec­ 
ond floor. Como with me upstairs and I will 
select them and show you the different a r­ 
ticles which lam compelled to keep and you 
('an make your own ob servations.” 
In a b ack room from a lino stretched 
idong the side of the room hung some 
twenty or more carpets of different sizes and 
] » attorns. 
On the other side of the room 
stood a grand and square piano, while from 
the ceiling hung many handsome chandeliers 
r»f various sizes. 
“ Do you often furnish chandeliers!” 
“ Well, no, not very often. Prob ab ly three 
or four times a year, b ut 1 must have them 
on hand. 
We have a regular system of 
carrying on our b usiness. 
When a party 
is to b e given, and it dot's not take place 
among persons of assured social position, the 
givers come to me, for they have not the 
appliances, and very often not the furniture 
lor a party. 
Even 
Delmonico, when 
catering for an outside party, has frequently 
to furnish these decorations, and keeps a lit­ 
tle stock of furniture and decorations on 
hand. 
You set*, the first thing I tind out is 
the size of the party and how many plates 
w ill b e required. Then comes tho jiarapher- 
nalia. 
I make out a list of tho numb er of 
chairs that are wanted, tab lecloths, nap­ 
kins, knives and forks, spoons—for you 
must understani that there are many j>eo- 
ple living in uptown mansions who have 
scarcely more than enough of such things 
for their own use.” 
CUSTOMERS’ CIRCUMSTANCES. 
“ As to silver, is it solid or plated?” 
“ That depends a g reat deal o n circum­ 
stances. 
When a man calls o n me to fur­ 
nish a breakfast, dinner, « upper o r lunch­ 
eo n, I make sure that ho is respo nsible. If I 
do n’t kno w his circumstance*, and y o u must 
remember his liv ing in a bro wn sto ne fro nt 
is no ev idence o f hia means, I require refer- 


?n« ‘« 's and a satisfactory do|iostt in advance. 
If his references are first rate I give him 
the b est silver plate in the house; if not I 
use the cheap sets, which I keep for just 
such customers.” 
“ Do you lose much in this way?” 
“ I have never l««*t any plate, with the ex- 
inption of occasionally a knife or so, or 
some spoons, b ut these ar© liab le to get lost 
in tin* dishw ater.'’ 
“ Are the eatab les prepared 
at your 
house?” 
>h, to. 
My eimtomere arc divided, I 
m ight: ny, into 1 hree dieses. 
The iirst do 
all their own cooking, with the exception of 
very difficult dishts, the next are those who 
r e q u ir e me to do all tho cooking, and the 
l ist are those* who provide the plain* st 
d idles only, These last are tho genuine shod 
dies. 
They rent b ig b ouses and v©ry sel­ 
dom have anything b eyond the smiph*st 
fare, save on tin* occasion of a party. 
I re- 
rncmlH'r. one of these f ami lies who gave a 
wedding party a few months ago. 
it re- 
quired nearly two loads of furniture to pre­ 
sent the npjK*aranee desir?d. 
This inelu led 
piano, 
chandelier, 
paintings, 
statuary, 
lounges, a crimson parlor set, carpets, lace 
curtains and even a clock. 
Of courso they 
had a great d?al of furniture in the house, 
b ut it was of tlio plainest kind and very 
threadb are. 
It cost them a largo sum of 
money to giv© the party, b ut they paid 
every dollar of it.” 
“ How do you charge for your services?” 
“ » So much a head. 
Then it depends on 
how much silver is wanted; what amount 
of flowers; whether 
it Is a b reakfast 
or dinner or supper. 
A wine supper gen­ 
erally costs the most. 
Next to it eomes a 
b reakfast. 
Breakfasts c ost from $4 to $15 
per head; some suppers run up to $25 a 
head, according to tho w ar© used: and I am 
often eomix'lled to put native wine into 
imported ehampngno b ottles.

ever, is only done to order, and is of no 
b enefit to me, so that I am allowed for re- 
b ottlingand corking.”

P E C U L IA R IT IE S OF T H E M A L A Y S W H O 


LiVE 
IN 
N EW YORK. 


GregarioiiMH'K* of tli© Colony In Their 
Various Delations of I.lfe—Am usement 
of T urtle Fijzht lug—Gam b ling—>Iatri** 
tnony—lion riling House—Ilcllglon. 


Bo far as tho western world is eon Germ'd 
the Malay is a sea nomad. Those who have 
settled in New York came there os seamen, 
who intended to return b y the same ship, b ut 
who b y accident or other cause were ob liged 
to remain until they were more or less at­ 
tached to their new home. 
In the years they 
have grown b y accretion uutii they form a 
legitimate colony similar to thoso of tho 
Chinese, the Italians 
and 
tho Polacks. 
This colony rises and falls in numb er 
according to the nationality of foreign 
seamen in port. 
It 
never fulls lielow 
300, and sometimes rises as high as 1,500. 
The Malay, contrary to popular l>elief, is not 
a pure b looded race, so far as the New- York 
representatives are concerned. 
A leading 
man iu the Sixth ward, Nik de la Crus, has 
the b uild of a Falsiaff, a round, full face, 
more like a German’s than of any other nation­ 
ality, a warm sepia comp exion, long b lue 
b lack hair that b reaks in heavy curls upon 
his shoulders, and the physiognomy of an ideal 
philant hropist M in Goe, who is equally popu­ 
lar in Oriental councils, and who runs a queer 
gamb ling house in Mott street, is thin, wiry, 
fierce featured, straight haired, yellow skinned 
and cat liko in ways and actions. 
Malab o, a 
third, is almost European in his physiognomy, 
b ut as dark as a Louisiana negro in hair and 
skin. These differences are, perhaps, attril)- 
utab lo to tho fact that most of those in the 
metroiiolis come from Alanilla and other 
Malay seaports, where from time immemorial 
there has b een a constant miscegenation of 
all tho Oriental races. 
GREOARIOUSNEBS— AMUSEMENTS. 
Like all the eastern peo ple, they are habit­ 
uated to tho practices made needful by a 
dense po pulatio n. No matter where they are 
they cro wd to g ether. 
It is no t unco mmo n 
fo r fifteen o r twenty to deep to g ether in a 
ro o m o f 12 by 2 J dimensio ns. 
In co nv ersa­ 
tio n tbey squat o r stand to g ether till almo st 
all eng ag ed are in perso nal co ntact. 
When 
they v isit a liquo r salo o n o r o no o f the dance 
halls so co mmo n in the lo wer ward 
s, they g o 
In kno ts of fiv o o r mo re. The g reg ario usness 
ex tends to almo st all tho relatio ns o f life, and 
in so me Malay sian co mmunities enters the 
marital relatio n, pro ducing that sing ular cus­ 
to m, po ly andry . 
Their amusements are few and simple. The 
mo st remarkable o f these is turtle fig hting . 
Two snapping turtles are carefully selected 
and trained. The best fo r spo rting purpo ses 
are tho se that weig h fro m fifteen to twenty 
po unds apiece. 
Lig hter o nes are immature 
and no t so muscular. 
Heav ier o nes are lo g y , 
slo w and less v indictiv e. The training co n­ 
sists in teasing them three times a day with a 
bambo o ro d and allo wing them to hang fro m 
this by the ho ur after they o nce take ho ld. 
The o nly diet is raw meat and red pepper, 
ev en water being tabo o ed. The day befo re 
the fig ht the teeth und jaws are ex amined, 
o v erhauled, filed and scraped till they re­ 
semble knife edg es. 
The fig ht is co nducted in a small ring no t 
mo re than a y ard in diameter. The snappers 
are pro duced and washed and each tasted by 
the seco nds o f the o ther. This is do ne to pre­ 
v ent co witch o r po iso no us drug s being placed 
upo n the salient po ints whence it may enter 
the mo uth, no se and ey es o f the o utsit© an­ 
tag o nist. They are then irritated in the usual 
sty le with a sharp ro d until nearly frenzied, 
and then placed in the center o f the l ing . 
There is neither wait no r running away . 
Each snaps at the o ther simultaneo usly . The 
beet ho ld is an o blique ho ld. This enables the 
o ne that catches to reach the caro tid artery 
and the windpipe witho ut being co mpelled to 
bite thro ug h the massiv e cartilag es o f the 
neck. 
Nex t to this is a straig ht neck ho ld, in 
which the two jaws strike ag ainst the to p and 
bo tto m o f the neck. Belo w this ag ain is the 
cro ss ho ld, in which the jaws strike ag ainst 
the two si<ks o f the neck. Po o rest o f all is 
the leg ho ld. This is reg arded by all Oriental 
•po rts as the acme o f unintellig ence, because 
If bo th the snappers take leg ho lds the fig ht is 


lengthened out interminab ly. 
Th© comb at i* 
to the d e a th—on# * of th© turtles always b eing 
killed and frequently b oth. 
GAMBLING—MARRIAGE—RELIGION. 
The Ala!avs, like the Chinese nr« * great 
gamb lers. Their favorite games for wb ieli 
w© have no name in English, suggest and a 
few resemb le) faro, lottery, roulette, odd and 
even, dominoes and dice. 
Many of them 
have learned the American national game 
and draw and b luff with the « mg froid ol n 
Morrissey or a Hansom. 
In the home life 
they have made in the new world the Malay* 
are industrious, affectionate and domestic. 
When they marry they pick out if possib le a 
German woman, next to her a daughter of 
Erin, then a lady of color, and last of all an 
American. 
Why they prefer this order has 
n©ver b ren ascertained. 
Nik do la Cruz 
is 
married 
to 
a 
German 
widow, who 
speaks b at little English and In* speaks even 
le-s German. When asked why he married 
her he said: 
“German 
women are not 
pretty, b ut they never get drunk; they don't 
fight; they work hard; they're good house­ 
keepers, and they havo lots of children.” 
When married they herd together the same 
as when single. 
A typical b oarding house 
in 
“ Bax ter Btreet Bend” is a compartment o n 
tho ground flo o r, ab out fourteen fret wide b y 
seventy lo ng , b roken up b y partitions into 
six rooms. 
Of these the front room is 
tho office and store. 
The next, a compart­ 
ment fourteen by twenty fret, is tho liv ing 
and sleeping place of tho b oarders, who vary 
fro m on© to twenty in numb er. In tho third 
sleep Nik, his wife and smaller children, in 
the fourth his larg er children. The fifth is* 
dining ro o m and kitchen comb ined. 
The 
sixth and last is the store room, 
Bueh a 
place co sts from $85 to $70 a month rent and 
nets its pro prieto r aliout $3,000 per annum. 
The Malays havo b een taught so many re­ 
ligions that they may b © truthfully said to 
have none. 
Missionaries and zealots from 
the Buddhist, Mohammedan, Homan Catho­ 
lic and Confucian faiths are found in e very 
town and hamlet of Malaysia. They out­ 
numb er Protestant missionaries ten to on**. 
Unlike tho latter, they adapt themselves to 
their surroundings and b econv* integral units 
of the community. They touch persistently. 
As a result tho Malay faith 
as seen in New 
York is a vague mixture o. all the religions 
named.—-New York Cor. t >veland I>ader.

Life with a good numb er is a struggle at 
the b est, and the success that attends us is

b y the name we b ear. 
Even tin* sound of a 
name is of consequence. 
“ Harsh name.*," 
says Isaac Disraeli, “ will have, in spite of 
all our philosophy, a painful and ludicrous 
effect on our ear and our association. 
It is 
vexatious that the softness of delicious vowel 
or the ruggedness of inexorab le consonant 
should at. all l>o connected with a m an's hap­ 
piness or even have an influence on his fort­ 
une.” 
Some names, indeed, are almost fatal to 
success; they simply suggest jokes and en­ 
courage familiarity. 
A man has no hesita­ 
tion in proving “ b y thumps upon your b ack 
liow he esteems your m erit” if you are called 
Twigger, or Tapp, or Trundle, or Littleb oy, 
b ut he would hardly venture on it were you 
a more aristocratic Montgomery, or a Gas­ 
coigne.

Not the least interesting of 
these varied phases of existence in the owe 
wealthy state is what might Ik* very pro]« rly 
designated as her cross roads hfe. This t<-no 
seems particularly appropriate to this chi'-, 
which is as extended as the b oundaries of th> 
stab » itself, and will l» e met with in every 
section, irrespective of its agricultural ad­ 
vancement or social status. The inevitab le 
little store, the representative of the cine, 
nestles coaly and quietly in its midst. 
At 
every corner the contracted catch-penny 
store sits complacently awaiting the tardy 
purchaser of its lim it'd stock of wares, con­ 
sisting of a “little of all,” as the merchant in 
charge would say, while in reality limited to 
a few ©very day articles necessary to the 
country folk around for whom the ordinary 
shopkeeper caters. 
TRE COUNTRY MERCHANT. 
Those stores are in most instances kept b v 
Virginia 
gentlemen whose 
projierty was 
swept away b y war, and who have calmly 
settled into a dormouse state of slumG r 
within the shadow of the ghostly old guide 
post at the 
cvon * roads to drone out a b ar« * 
existence—a life as shadowy and unsatisfac­ 
tory as though ab sorb 'd and lost in a Hip 
VanW inkle si.M-p 
It L somewhat amusing to 
see with what address and elegance of man 
ner these Virginia country merchants j » reside 
over 
tin ir 
unpretentious 
estab lishments, 
while uith th * Li'ond a and other peculiarities 
of accent and expression, which they declare 
to he purely Elizab ethan, they trac<> Lack for 
centuries to an ancestor of the “b lue b lofKled" 
aristocracy; later to n first rank among the 
*T\ F. \ s.,” and later still, to a colouelship— 
never the rank of *n private—in the < * » lift'd 
crate army, or an intimate relationship with 
some leader of “the 1«»-t cause." 
Ju many of these ;ion*s is located the 
country post-office, the one© lord of the manor 
b ecoming t he duly qualified and recognized 
representative of one of the most extensive 
and most inmortant departments of tin 
American goveriunent. 
The mails, in ex 
« ■optional east's, are received daily; at otic: 
remote places, semi-weekly, tri-weekly nnh 
at others less frequently still. 
The mode of carrying the mails is in p!a< < 
as quaint and primitive as that of man; 
other sections of a century 
a g o , cmployin; 
carriages as ancient in nppearnnc© as the old 
chaise of Washington's time, in some in- 
stances b eing carried on horses as dilapidated 
as the revolutionary saddle upon which the 
not loss dilapidated messenger rides; and, in­ 
deed, the United » States mail department is 
represented on foot. 
A favorite expression, and one which set m> 
to havo a soothing effect upon the dignified 
cross roads merchant and postmaster is “b e­ 
fore tho war,” what he did and how he lived, 
and if then a seller of wares and trader 
in 
eggs 
and 
general country 
produce, 
he speaks with a feeling of romantic pride, 
savored with regret, of the superior stock and 
largo sales “b efore the war;” b ut times have 
changed, while, save in financial condition, 
the merchant remains the same. 
ON SATURDAY NIGHT. 
S atu rd ay night is the only tim e tha t th 
average store throw s off its quiet, sleepy way 
of existence. The week's w ork is finished, and 
the colored population from fa r and near 
as­ 
semb le at the place of fanciful nam e to sjiend 
the results of thoir lab ors and pass m uch of 
the night in social dance, songs and jokes, 
while the dignified personage of the duller 
week day, in the “rush of b usiness,” b ecomes 
jolly and sociab le, and w aits upon the colored 
b rotherhood w ith tha t ease and courtesy 
which the southern gentlem an possesses so 
well. 
These local peculiarities of life can in no 
way b e so fully appreciated as b y actual asso­ 
ciation, and no other means is so favorab le to 
this as n tour on foot, b eing thereb y thrown 
in actual contact to a greater or less extent 
with the more practical life of the people. In 
eastern Virginia, on one of the most pictur­ 
esque of her numerous water courses, sits one 
of thes© little penny-a-day stores, seated on 
the white sand b each, at the very water’s 
edge. The flickering lights cast weird shad­ 
ows far out on the restless waves and serve as 
a b eacon for the numerous fleet of small oys­ 
ter b oats which pass daily to and from the 
deep sea home of the delicious b ivalve. 
This 
place is the most perfect representative of 
the particular class composing cross roads life, 
though there is not a road within a mile of 
the place—the river forming the great high­ 
way. 
This diminutive eastlo b y the sea was visit­ 
ed on Saturday night, when ab laze with light 
and b asking in all the glory of a “b ig niglit.” 
It had assumed tho b oisterous revelry and 
unrestrained pleasure of some b acchanal 
feast. The oystermen for miles around had 
assemb led to engage in their varied pro­ 
gramme, which commenced with some old 
plantation song, sung in tho rich though un­ 
cultured voice, full and clear, peculiar to the 
southern negro. Then the accordion, jew’s 
harp and violin played their several parts, 
while the jig and jub a—most popular negro 
dances—demanded a series of grotesque atti­ 
tudes and contortions of b ody. After a day’s 
journey over dusty roads to one unaccus­ 
tomed to such scenes they have a strange fas­ 
cination, and afford an amount of pleasure 
which all the manufactured negro minstrels 
and jub ilee singers of the tinseled theaters 
comb ined could never give.—Yorktown (Va.)
